Famous Statues 


Not all the story of Concord’s | 


notables is to be read on the 
stones at Sleepy Hollow Cemetery. 

On April 19, 1875, one of the 
two most famous statues created 
by .an American sculptor was 
dedicated near the rude bridge 
where “the fight” had occurred 
a century before: This was “The 
Minute Man.” His eyes look to- 
ward some distant challenge. One 
hand is quitting the plow handle. 
The other holds a rifle. 


The sculptor, Daniel Chester 
French, was then but 22 years 
old. Some of the Centennial Com- 
mittee wanted an established, fa- 
mous artist to conceive and exe- 
cute the memorial. But Emerson 
was firm about it. So, with the 
venerable Emerson’s eyes upon 
them, they hesitated but agreed. 


This 22-year-old resident of Con- 
cord later was to do the seated 
Lincoln in the majestic memorial 
at Washington, before which mil- 
lions of Americans and peoples 
from all over the world have 
stood in awe and prayer. There 
are many other masterpieces by 
French. 

There is a legend that years 
ago a visitor asked a historian 
for an explanation of why one 
such small city could hold and 
nurture so many outstanding per- 
sonalities, writers, philosophers, 
botanists, statesmen, and one of 
the world’s best known and loved 
sculptors. 


Swift Rivers 

“It is very simple,” said the 
historian. “In other areas of 
Massachusetts the rivers flowed 
swiftly enough to turn water- 
wheels. They developed manufac- 
turers and millers. But the Con- 
cord does not seem to flow at 
all. Hawthorne once said that he 
lived beside it for weeks before 
he learned which way it flowed. 
It could turn no wheels. Instead, 
it inspired poets, novelists, phi- 
losophers, artists and research 
into nature. One of the things 
held in common by the taciturn 
Thoreau, the aloof Hawthorne, and 
the . friendly Emerson, was a 
great love of nature. They had a 
sluggish river.” 

Lucky, therefore, we must con- 
clude, is the community whose 
rivers flow softly and slowly, un- 
polluted by the wastes of indus- 
try, turning no wheels, but say- 
ing to the passerby, “Peace be 
unto you. Abide awhile, and 
think.” 

Thoreau noted this quality of 
the river in his notes of a journey 
on the Concord and Merrimack. 
The river, Thoreau wrote in 1839, 
contributes to the proverbial mod-

Chronic Unemployment 
Is Threat to Stability 


The decline of more than a million on 
jobless rolls is cheering news. It indicates 
that the business upturn is no mirage and 
that the nation again is on the move. 


As welcome as the announcement is, 
however, the country’s unemployment 
problem is far from solved. Almost five 
million are without jobs—6.9 per cent of 
the work force. The Labor department 
points out soberly, ““We’re really not eat- 
ing into the long-term unemployment 
problem.” 


Those who argue that government 
should do nothing, that the situation will 
solve itself, are not supported by ex- 
perience. In periods of peak prosperity 
during the Eisenhower administration, 
chronic unemployment did not disappear 
but increased. More people entered the la- 
bor force than could be absorbed into pro- 
ductive jobs. That situation has not 
changed and is indeed one of our major 
domestic ills. 


To have unemployment during a 
period of recession is understandable. 
But to still have it at such a high rate 
during prosperity is a rebuke to the whole

All those that do 
qualify for welfare aid also should get 
surplus food. They are entitled to.

At the risk of 
seeming alarmist, which is preferable to failure to do a corre 
spondent’s plain duty, these are the unpleasant truths: 


There is a distinct prospect of 
major war over Berlin before 
Christmas. There is at the very 
best an almost-certified surety 
that the Free West and the Soviet 
monolith will reach a high-noon 
showdown, the most perilous since 
World War II, in that period. 

The Soviet dictator, Nikita 
Khrushchev, has now taken up 
the most threatening position of 
all his career against the United 
States and its Allies. His demands 
over Berlin are so harshly ex- 
treme that there can be only one 
of three possible consequences. 
He will back down somewhere; 
we will back down somewhere; or 
there will be an armed clash to 
save Berlin itself and the whole 
Western position in Europe. 

We, the West, have no place to 
back down on the great and cen- 
tral issue without dishonoring our 
obligations to Berlin and to free 
Germany and to all the West. For 
the central issue, the legal and 
long recognized and war-won 
Western right to maintain allied 
troops in Berlin, is simply not ne- 
gotiable. 

Our highest officials do not pre- 
tend to know just where this situ- 
ation will end. But they know one 
thing beyond doubt. This is that 
the greatest danger of all lies in 
permitting Khrushchev to believe 
that American unity and will are 
weak and divided. 


These highest officials, there- 
fore, proceed on one certainty and 
one alone. The ‘best possible way 
to avoid war or surrender, since 
we do not and cannot think of 
surrender, is to convince Khru- 
shchev that on the heart of the 
matter—the maintenance of West- 
ern rights in Berlin—we shall 
never falter. 


So it is such suggestions 
as that of . Mike Mansfield of 
Montana, the Senate Democratic 
leader, for turning Berlin into a 


“free city,” ‘with access routes to 
it guarded by ‘“‘peace teams,” are 
tragically harmful. 

Though Mansfield offered his 
plan only to promote national 
discussion, and though he is a 
man of the highest honor and pa- 
triotism, it has done immense 
mischief all the same. 

It is not time for “public dis- 
cussion,”” however well - inten- 
tioned, which offers to Khru- 
shchev the slightest temptation to 
suppose that we are going to 
abandon any single fundamental 
right—or duty—we hold in Ber- 
lin. It is a time instead to leave 
foreign policy where it surely be- 
longs in crisis, to the President. 

And it is time to give him an 
all-national support—as a former 
president of the United States 
named Dwight Eisenhower has 
been the first to give, and all the 
way.

WASHINGTON — The great 
farm debate on Capitol Hill will 
reach a crisis in both houses this 
week. The result could be one of 
the worst legislative defeats yet 
suffered by the Kennedy adminis- 
tration. 


The issue is being fought out in | 
the House and Senate Agriculture 
committees, both of which meet 
Tuesday and Wednesday in what 
could be climactic sessions. 


Administration supports in both 
committees have last-ditch reés- 
cue efforts in mind but at best 
they hope to salvage only bits 
and pieces of the controversial ti- 
tle one of President Kennedy’s 
omnibus farm bill. 


DEFEAT SEEN 


Republican confidence that the 
bill will not be enacted as it 
stands was expressed Sunday by 
Rep. Charles B. Hoeven of Iowa 
on a radio program “What's the 
Issue?”’ The program is produced 
by the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce. 


Rep. Hoeven, ranking Republi- 
can on the House Agri 
Committee, said the bill “‘in its 
present form will be defeated.” 
He also disagreed with Secretary 
of Agriculture Orville L. Free 
man, who said the measure can 
raise farmers prices without in- 
creasing consumers’ costs. 

“Anyone who can do that is 
really a miracle man,”’ Hoeven 
said. “I don’t think it can be 
done.” 


CURBS CONGRESS POWER 


Title One, the heart of the bill, 
would establish procedures giving 
the secretary of Agriculture, work- 
ing with selected farmer commit- 
tees, extensive power to devise 
commodity control programs. It 
would reduce materially the con- 
trol of Congress over farm legis- 
lation. 

Title One would authorize the 
secretary to use a variety of 
“tools”—price support, marketing 
orders, compensatory payments 
and the like—in developing a pro- 
gram to fit the needs of a given 
commodity. 

When such a program was sub- 
mitted to Congress it would be 
considered approved unless either 
house took action against it with- 
in 60 days.

For Most Gout Sutterers 


Dear Dr. Molner: I am writing for my brother who is 
troubled with gout. What causes it? What is he allowed to eat 


and what not? What can he do 
to eat pork. We met someone 


has him on a pork diet, but he is not allowed beef. Who is 


right?—V.K. 

Maybe both are right. 

Gout is a disorder in the metab- 
olism of uric acid. That is to say, 
uric acid is present naturally in 
the system, but when the body 
cannot dispose of it adequately, 
the excess can cause trouble. 


When one has gout, the uric 
acid accumulates in the blood, and 
eventually is deposited (or some 
of it is) as crystals in certain 
joints, or even in such places as 
the ear lobes. The big toe is the 
classic spot, but it by no means 
is the only one. 


By reputation, gout is a disease 
of people who live high and eat a 
lot of rich food. As a matter of 
fact, this isn’t necessarily true. 


Nevertheless, high livers are 
usually big eaters, and it’s easy 
to see why they may be especially 
prone to the misery of gout. 


Uric acid is one of a group of 
chemicals known as purines. If 
you eat a low-purine diet, you get 
less uric acid in the system, and 
there’s less for your faulty metab- 
olism to get rid of.

for it? His doctor told him not 
with gout who said his doctor 


between attacks—except that a 
purine-free diet is low in protein 
which is necessary in a good diet. 
For that reason I can’t advise 
continued use of a low-purine diet. 
Nor would it be very tasty, in 
time. It would get monotonous. 


The high-purine foods are meats 


(including sweetbreads, kidney 
liver). Fish and seafoods general- 
ly are very high. 


As to vegetables, mushrooms, 
asparagus, cauliflower, spinach, 
lentils, beans and peas are high 
in purines. Coffee, tea and cocoa 
are high, also. 


So a gout patients asks, ‘‘What 
can I eat?” It’s a good question. 
The answer is that cheese, milk 
and eggs have protein but no pu- 
rine. Fruits, cereals and most 
vegetables except those listed 
above are low in purine or have 
none. 


I don’t know of anyone who ever 
halted gout attacks by diet alone, 
but several drugs are very help- 
ful. Colchicine, an old, old rem- 
edy, remains a stand-by. Phenyl- 
butazone and some steroids are

Lawns Thrive On Neglect 


LOS ANGELES (WNS)— 


Wives who despair of making 


lawn - mowers out of their hus- 
bands can take heart from a 
report that shows that lawns 
benefit from neglect. 


Prof. John Madison of the 
University of California Land- 
scape Horticulture Department 
says neglecting the mowing 
actually makes the turf more 
vigorous. He found a _ lawn 
needs at least five days just 
to get up enough strength to 
stand another mowing. 


If you let the grass go two 


weeks between mowing, Madi- 
son said, so much the better. 


He noted that height of mow- 
ing is also important. Recom- 
mended height for summer 
lawns depends on the type of 
grass—three-quarters of an inch 
is good for some, one and one- 
half inches and more for Ken- 
tucky blue grass. 

“Higher cuts help make a 
stronger turf,’ Madison said, 
“one that can shade out crab- 
grass seedlings and grow back 
into bare areas better.”

By now most of you have your 
summer wardrobes pretty well 
organized but how about your 
bedrooms? Even though you 
may be spending most of your 
days out of doors, you'll still 
want things to do to keep from 
getting bored — especially on 
rainy days. 


The three .items illustrated 
will be fun to do AND with 
almost no effort involvéd. Two 
of them are for the bedrooms. 


MIRROR TRIM (TOP): You 
can use any basic mirror shape 
you wish, ‘preferably with a 
frame). It can be round, oval, 
or rectangular. First, measure 
around your mirror for yardage 
required of eyelet embroidered 
batiste ruffling, 2 inches wide: 
embroidered batiste beading 
1% inch wide: velvet ribbon the 
proper width to fit beading. 


TO MAKE: Stitch beading to 
eyelet ruffling. Fit ruffled strip 
to mirror and stitch two ends 
together. Run ribbon through 
beading, make a nice bow 
where ribbon ends meet. Now, 
just glue the ruffling to the 
mirror frame, with beading ex- 
tending beyond the frame on to 
the mirror. Do not glue beading 
to mirror. 


JEWEL BOX WITH PIN 
CUSHION (MIDDLE): You'll 
need: one plastic box with a 
lid and divided into compart- 
ments; fabric to coordinate with 
your bedroom decor; eyelet em- 
broidered batiste ruffling one 
inch wide; cotton batting. 


TO MAKE: 

1. Cut fabric to fit box lid, 
including sides of lid. Repeat 
for base of box, including sides 
of base. 

2. Glue the fabric to the lid, 
being very careful to fold it 
neatly at the corners. Trim 
fabric at edge and at hinges. 

3. Repeat step No. 2 for base 
of box. 


4. Now, glue the heading of 
the ruffling around the base of 
the box, below the lid. 

5. For pin cushion: cut 2 
rectangles half the size of the 
lid in the same fabric. With 
WRONG sides of fabric to- 
gether, seam three sides to- 
gether. 


Through the open. side, stuff 
with batting. When stuffed firm- 


* ly, stitch the fourth side. Top 


stitch heading of ruffling to 
edge of cushion, covering origi- 
nal stitching on cushion and raw 
seam edges. Glue cushion to lid 
of jewel box. 


SWEATER TRIM (BOTTOM): 


Make tiny bows made of nar- 
row grosgrain ribbon and scat-

Of This Tantalizing Mace-Pineapple Charlotte

When you say “mace” you 
must in the same breath men- 
tion its sister-spice, nutmeg. 
Both of these precious sweet 
spices not only come from the 
same tropical evergreen tree, 
but cling to each other in the 
center of a small peach-like 
fruit. Mace is a lacy tissue 

which covers the nutmeg. 


The fruit splits in half when 
it ripens, so that it is possible 
to see the coral-red mace 
through the split as well as the 
dark covering of the nutmeg 
under it. 


MACE-PINEAPPLE CHARLOTTE SURROU 


Dr. Garcia da Orta was speak- 
ing of this 400 years ago in In- 
dia when he described the pro- 
duction of these two’ spices: 
“You must know that when the 
nutmeg begins to swell, it breaks 
the first rind, as our chestnuts 
burst their pricky covering, 
and the mace becomes very red, 
appearing a fine gram. (By 
“‘gram’”’ he probably meant a 
fine tracing which is what mace 
appears to be.) It is the most 
beautiful sight in the world 
when the trees are loaded.”’

The production of mace must 
automatically remain only a 
fraction of that of nutmeg for an 
average tree which produces 
about 1,500 fruits yields from 
30 to 40 pounds of nutmeg and 
9 to 12 pounds of mace.

Here is a recipe for a delight- 
ful dessert made doubly good 
by a pinch of mace.

1 20-o0z. can grated 
pineapple 
le cup pineapple juice and 
water 


2 pkgs. unflavored gelatin 


3 eggs, separated 
34 cup sugar 
1 tsp. ground mace 
4 tsp. salt 
1 cup milk 
14 tsp. grated lemon rind 
2 tbsps. sugar 
142 cups heavy cream 
Ground mace 


Line a 9-inch spring form pan 
with lady fingers. Set aside to 
use later. Drain juice from 
pineapple into a measuring cup. 
Add water to make ‘2 cup. Add 
gelatine, mix well and let stand 
to soften. Combine egg yolks, 
the % cup of sugar, mace and 
salt in top part of double boiler 
or in a saucepan. Blend in milk. 
Stir and cook over hot water 
(not boiling) or low heat until 
mixture coats a metal spoon. 
Remove from heat and stir in 
softened gelatine and lemon 
rind. Chill until mixture begins 
to thicken. Fold in drained 
pineapple. In the meantime, beat 
egg whites until they stand in 
soft, stiff peaks, into which 
gradually beat in ramining two 
tablespoons sugar. Fold into the 
mixture along with one cup of 
the heavy cream, whipped. Turn 
into the lady-finger lined pan. 
Chill until firm and ready to 
serve. Spread top with remain- 
ing heavy cream, whipped. Gar- 
nish with ground mace. Yield, 
8 to 10 servings.

You don’t have to be an ex- 
pert to sew a dress from a cot- 
ton sheer, such as voile, lawn, 
batiste, chiffons and organdy. 

Select a pattern with soft, 
gathered lines rather than a 
slim, tailored style. Then fol- 
low these simple suggestions: 


Use a new machine needle. 
Stitch only after testing ma- 
chine stitch on a sample of 
fabric. Stitch through tissue 
paper strips and tear them 
away later. 


Stitch seams twice, the sec- 
ond time about one-eighth inch 
from the seamline within the 
seam allowance. Trim the seam 
close to the second stitching. 

A narrow hand-rolled hem is 
best for sheers if the skirt is 
circular. Stitch near the edge 
of the fabric as a stay, then 
roll edge between fingers and 
hand finish. 


If the skirt is not too curved, 
a wide hem is recommended. 
A double fold hem will give a 
trim finish and luxurious ap- 
pearance. Allow twice the hem 
depth, fold up twice, and slip- 
stitch.

‘Henry

Returns 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) 
—Jimmie Lydon, “Henry 
Aldrich” of the popular 
movie series, fought the 
juvenile actor reputation 
for years but has finally 
decided to become a di- 
rector. 


Lydon’ s portrayal of ‘“‘Henry”’ 
in nine “Aldrich” films made 
him popular with millions of 
Americans but after the movie 


series were finished, his career 
suffered. 


“The last Aldrich film was 
made in 1944 and people still 
remember those things,” he 
sald. “I’m 37 years old now 
and can’t shake off that juve- 
nile tag. 

DEAD CHICKEN 


“It’s like a dead chicken hang- 
ing around your neck,’ he add- 
ed with a smile. 


Jimmie is currently acting in 
his first movie in six years, 
“The Last Time I Saw Archie’ 
with Jack Webb and Robert 
Mitchum. His acting roles were 
in TV during that time. 

“I always worked, but it was 
not work I would have gone out 
and solicited for myself,” he 


explained. ‘Most ef the reles 


were the pebble kicking juvenile 
parts. I’m the only guy in cap- 
tivity whe spent 20 years in 
high schoel.”’ 

Lydon said most kid actors 
have a tough time overcoming 
their juvenile past, but his was 
even more difficult to erase.

The producer 
ef the film was sitting next to 
me and he muttered an ebscen- 
a.” 


Citing an example how Holly- 
wood treats some former juve- 
nile stars, Lydon told a story 
about the roadblocks they face. 


“I was doing a TV show pro- 
duced by a man I knew years 
ago, and the role called for me 
to play the father of two. kids, 
9 and 11,” Lydon said. ‘The 
producer said he didn’t think I 
was old enough. I told him we 
both worked together 23 years 
ago when I was 14, 

“You see what I mean,” Jim- 
mie said emphatically. “He 
could grow older but I wasn’t 
supposed to.” 

“But, I’ve got it whipped 
now,” he claimed. “I’m going 
te turn te directing this year. 
Those pictures can’t hurt me 
there.”’

“‘Henry,’’ there was at least one 
good aspect of the films. 


“I married.the daughter of 
Olive Blakeney, who played my 
mother in the pictures,’’ Hen- 
ry said.

It was during this month 20 
years ago that Joe Louis beat 
Billy Conn in one of the most 
thrilling heavyweight champion- 
ship bouts of recent times. This 
famous fight also marked the 
birth of the oldest continually 
sponsored show on the air, the 
Cavalcade of Sports boxing se- 
ries (Ch. 11, Saturday, 10 p.m.) 
as well as the start of sportscas- 
ter Don Dunphy’s two decades 
of covering these events. 


Dunphy likes te talk about the 
Louis-Conn fight: “There was a 
fight! Conn wasn’t given muck 
of a chance. He was little more 
than a light heavyweight. Louis 
was a great champion and for 
the first few rounds he was beat- 
ing Conn badly. 

“Then Conn’s fists became 
alive—like the blades of an elec- 
tric fan. He built up a big 
lead from the fifth round on, 
and Louis was staggering hard 
by the 12th round. 

“But 13 was Conn’s unlucky 
number. He missed a left hook 
and left himself open. In a last 
burst of strength, Louis seized 
the opportunity and knocked 
Conn to the canvas. He was 
counted out at 2:58, If the punch 
by Louis had come three or four

For sheer thrills and drama, 
Dunphy ranks the Zale-Graziano 
middleweight championship bout 
in 1946 at the top.

Don’s most emotional moment 
occurred on the night Joe Louis 
was knocked out by Rocky Mar- 
ciano back in 1952. “Here was 
a happening,’’ he recalls, ‘‘which 
normally would have been greet- 
ed with great cheers. But there 
was silence all over the place. 


It was almost like the Yankees 
finishing in last place. You 
might be against the Yankees, 
but you didn’t want to see them 
finish last .. . It was sort of 
numbing.” 

Dunphy’s vote for the great- 
est all-around fighter goes to 
Ray Robinson. “‘He won the wel- 
terweight and middleweight ti- 
tles, and was winning the light 
heavyweight title when the heat 
got him in a bout with Joey 
Maxim. But he was great over 
a cereer of some 20 years. He 
had boxing skill, hitting power, 
defensive work, ability to take 
advantage of an opening, heart, 
and courage .. . everything that 
goes into greatness in a fighter.”

An Arabian desert is 
quickly taking shape 
backstage at Chastain 
Memorial Park Amphi- 
theater. 


James A. Taylor, former 
Broadway set designer, wields 
a five-foot-ong brush in prepar- 
ing scenes for “‘Desert Song,” 
the first of six plays scheduled 
this summer by Theater Under 
the Stars, Atlanta’s municipal 
theater. 

Taylor painted the big 5-by-12 
foot “‘flats’’ for the tent of an 
Arabian chieftain, Ali Ben Ali, 
in two days. “It can be a long 
process,”’ the paint-specked de- 
signer said, ‘“‘but with my crew 
—three carpenters and five art 
students—I can make sets for 
one play in a week.”’ 

Taylor first draws his designs 
on a “normal-size”’ canvas, then 
enlarges them onto the big can- 
vas by means of a five-foot 
brush, a ladder and ‘“‘splatter- 
ing.” 

LIKE DUST MOP 

In a demonstration of splat- 
tering, Taylor shook a brush 
full of paint, as one would 
shake a dust mop, over the can- 
vas. The dots of paint give an 
appearance of depth and 
shadow to the sets. “Of course,” 
he said, ‘‘you must see it from 
a distance to appreciate it.” 

About 1,000 pounds of dry- 
powder paint will be used for 
sets for the six plays. Taylor 
mixes formaldehyde with the 
paint to waterproof it so rain 
won't wash the sets away. But 
the waterproof paint has a 
drawback — “It stays perma- 
nently on my hands and clothes 
as well as on the sets,”’ Taylor 
said 


“Desert Song”’ will have three 
full-stage sets—each 85 feet tong 
—and one smaller set, he said. 
The play opens July 11. 
QUICK SET CHANGE 


About 10 stagehands will be 
needed to whisk the big sets on 
and off stage. Scene changes 
must be made in a minute or 
the audience will become rest- 
less, Taylor said. 

The 10-week season of Thea- 
ter Under the Stars at the 5,000- 
seat amphitheater will keep 
Taylor busy. He soon will begin 
set design of Wild Bill Hickok’s 
Wild West Show for “‘Annie Get 
Your Gun,” starting July 18. 
Next will be a palace for “‘The 
King and I,”’ starting July 25. 
Then Taylor must design sets 
for an ocean liner for “Gentle- 
men Prefer Blondes,’’ and he 
will finish with Yankee Stadium 
for “Damn Yankees.” 

LOTS OF SETS 


Five or six full-stage sets will 
be used in several of the plays.

Verne Still 
Tops in Space-Age

HOLLY WOOD—Though movie companies remain in hot compe- 
titien for film rights to best sellers and hit shows, Jules Verne 
continues to hold his own as a Hollywood favorite in the space age 


The Shakespeare of science 


seems to be in perpetual pro- 
duction in Hollywood. 

Last year 20th Century-Fox 
turned out Verne’s “Journey to 
the Center of the Earth” and at 
Republic “‘Master of the World”’ 
was assembled from Verne’s 
stories. 


Theugh this year is young, 
Verne is already under way. At 
the Columbia Siudio, his ‘‘Hec- 
ter Servader, or the Career of 
a Comet” is being made inte 
“Valley of Dragons.” 


This book came up with what 
Hollywood would call a “terrific 
gimmick.”” A comet, having 
sheared off a large chunk of the 
planet earth millions of years 
ago, plays a return engagement 
and lops off another portion of 
the planet, thus enabling mod- 
ern men to live with prehistoric 


The appeal of Verne for Hol- 
lywood is more than literary. 
The reasons were ticked off to- 
day by Alfred Zimbalist, execu- 
tive producer of “Valley ef 
Dragons.” 


“Jules Verne,” said Zimbalist, 
“is as big a name as Marien 
Brande. Maybe bigger. Verne 
has wever had a flop. And 
there is ne limit te how mach 
money you cam make with 


Verne. Leok at ‘Areund the 
World in 80 days.’ Fantastic.” 


“Verne is for any size budg- 
et,’’ he continued, “if you want 
to spend millions like Mike 
Todd, you can spend. [If you 
want tg spend less than half a 
million, like me, that’s O.K. too 
With Verne you don’t have to 
have a Marilyn Monroe.” 


One advantage shared equally 
by high and low-budget produc- 
ers is that Verne is in public 
domain. The trick is to find 
something of his that has not 
been done. Zimbalist’s property 
was turned up by his 16-year- 
old son in a second-hand book 
shop in London. 


“Verne is the purest kind of 
escapist,” said Zimbalist, “and 
at the same time he is timely. 
His books have imagination, ad- 
venture, danger, even terrible 
beasts. You don’t have to go 
in for violence with Verne. You 
can even try a little comedy 
here and there.”’ 


Verne is a challenge te movie 
producers who try to match his 
imagination with phetegraphy. 
Mest producers deing Verne 
make their own prehisteric men- 
sters. But Zimbalist likes his 
animals live. 


“One thing about Verne,”’ Zim- 
balist said sadly, ‘“‘whatever you 
say about his imagination and 
his genius, he just did not Lave 
a good story line.”

My wife was with me on the 
second occasion and assured 
me that the film was much 
shorter than the print she saw 
in London during World War 
II, and that Scarlett’s search 
for Dr. Meade in the station 
yards, a highlight of her Eng- 
lish screening, was missing 
here. 

To be brief, I have always 
wondered about the original 
running time of the film as 
shown in Atlanta in 1939. The 
last time I saw it here in Auck- 
land, ‘““GWTW”’ ran three hours 
and 35 minutes, but I know a 
projectionist who claims to 
have shown a version running 
four-and-a-half hours, and have 
met one person who clocked it 
at four hours and 15 minutes.
